Ugnuft 28. We hear from Guaftalla that 
Adjurant-General Davia has brought in 
thicher 24 Horfes and fome Prifoners. 
We have forrag’d, and continue to perfect 
‘the Works that cover our Left Wing. 

29. Adj. Gen. Davia having receiv’d Orders to re- 
tire ont of Guaftalla with the Horfe in cafe that 
Place fhould be befieg’d, has accordingly march’d 
from thence. with 130 Horfe towards Berfello; he 
‘has fent 80 to our Camp, and has left a few at Gua- 
ftalla, 30. Fhe Enemy have begun to batrer Gua- 
ftalla with 10 Cannon and 2 Mortars. They have 
encreas'd their Army at Luzara with all the Troops 
that they can poffibly draw together. Lieutenant- 
Collone| Wert advifes from Berfello that the Enemy 
‘are raifing a Battery over againft Boretto, where we 
had planted fome Cannon to hinder the Paffage of 
any Ammunition by the River to the Enemy before 
Guaftalla. We hear there are no Troops left at Ma- 
donna delle Gratie, and that there are but 5 Batta- 
lions in Mantua: That the Enemy have two {mall 
Camps, ong at Borgoforte,: the other at Befcoldo, in 
which there’are bur few Men, having drawn off as 
many as they can to reinforce their Army. 31.» 130

are adyanc’d ro throw themfelves into Berfello, but 
Major Wefter. who commands their Convoy not 
beingcome back yet, we cannot tell whether they 
are got in or not. ‘The Enemy continue to batter 
Guaftalla, and. carry on their Trenches, of which 
there is no occafion becaufe the Place has neither 
Breftwork. nor: Counterfcarp. . Captain Silvius of 
the Regiment of Ebergeni has cut «ff 15 of the Ene- 
my and taken 8 Horles.’ Sept. 1. Major Wefter is 
return'd, having.aonvoy'’d the Detachment of Foot 
intoBerfello. In his way back he met with a i 
of 35 Irith, of whom he kill'd 19, the reft efcap’d. 
A Cartel is concluded: between the two Armies for 
the Exchange of Prifoners, and an Exprefs is gone 
with ir to the Emperor to get it ratify’d. The Ene- 
my have not yet begun to fire upon Guaftalla 4s was 
reported ; the noife of Cannon that we heard be- 
ing from the Battery againft-Borretto. 2. The Ene- 
my have begun to cannonade. Guaftalla ; and have 
been Anfwer’d by the Small-fhot of the Garrifon. At 
Noon they" nahn upon our Camp from their Bat- 
tery in the Ifand but without doing us any hurt. 
Lieutenant Kiral has. kill’d 11 Foot Soldiers of "the 
Enemy’s Guard : And has been.at Novellara where 
he charg’d the Forragers, kill’d 9 Men, took 4 Prifo- 
nets, with 32 Horfes and 8 Mules, Capt. St. Amour 
and Capt. Pfefferkorn went out with 200 Horfe ; 
they fent in 7 Prifoners, 24 Horfes and 7 Mules. 
3. The two Armies have made a’ great Forrage on 
each fide.- The Enemy have fent fome more Can- 


non before Guaftalla, but we can’t underftand for 


what, fince there can be no occafion for fo much 
Artillery to attack an open Place. We have had 
no Advice from General Solari fince he has been 
befieg’d. The two Armies continue to ¢annonade 
one another.

Naples, Aug. 22. The Count de Tholoufe is at 
Melazzo, and will continue to vifir all the Ports of 
Sicily. The 6 French Galleys in our Port are to be 
joyn’d by thofe of this City and thofe of Sicily, and 
will all Sail to the Gulf of Venice, to reinforce Mon- 
fieur Fourbin’s Squadron.> 

Genoua, Aug. 20. Letters from Tunis fay thatthe 
new Bey has no Kindnefs for the French, and that 
he will not let them buy any Corn in his Country ; 
but that he has affur'd the Englith Refident, that he 
will write to Queen Ann that if her Fleet put into 
his Harbours they fhall be receiv’d and treated as 
Friends. 

Venice, Sept. 1. On Saturday happen’d a great 
Storm of Thunder and Lightning which lafted about 
an hour and did a great deal of Damage in the 
Terra Firma, Great Numbers of Sick and Wonnd- 
ed from the K. of Spain’s Army, are brought daily 
in Waggons into Cremona ; there are. no lefs than 
10000 of them in that City, and 2000 mere are fent 
from thence ro Lodi. 

Ratubon, Sept. 7. The Diet will refume their 
Conferences about the Declaration of War againft 
France by the Empire on Monday next; ’tis {aid 
that all the Deputies have receiv’d Inftructions to 
conform themfelves to the Emperor's Refolutions on 
that Subject, except the Envoy of Bavaria, who ex- 
pects his in2 days. The Duke of Mecklenburg 
Swerin having intimated tothe Diet that he has tooo 
Horfe and a Battalion of Foot ready to march for 
the Service of the Empire, they have thereupon de- 
fir’d: him to fend them towards Ments ; which will 
be done accordingly.

» From the Camp of the Allies commanded by the Earl 
of Mariborough at Soutendael, Sept. 21. N.S. On 
Tuefday the 17th, my Lord Marlborough with fe- 
veral general Officers of the Army went to Mae- 
ftricht, arid was receiv’d at the Bruffels Gate by 
Lieutenant General Dopf, and the Garrifon under 
Arms, with a triple Difcharge of the Cannon. His 
Excellency vifited the Fortifications, after which he 
went to the Governor's. Houfe, where the Magi- 
Seraves of the Town waited on him, and made him 
ithe ufval prefent of Wine. Whilft he was at Din- 
nerjcame the News of the taking of the Caftle of 
Venlo by Affault, with no other particulars than 
thar my Lord Cuts led on_ the Englith Grenadiers 
to the Attack , in which they acquitted themfelves 
very honourably; and that of 4 or 500 Men that 
were in the Caftle, abour 100 were kill’d, and the 
Governor and a Brigadier with 80 more made Pri- 
foners; the reft efcaping into the Town. The 
French continue in their former,Camp. Yefterday 
Count Tallard pafs'd the Meufe with a ftrong De- 
tachment; whether he is gone to Bonn, or to join 
Marfhal Catinat, is uncertain.
